last year. The Bureau of Vital Statisties reports » 34,500 
deaths in auto mishaps—and 33.000 in home aecidents! 

There were 96,500 accidental deaths from all causes— 
nearly 4,000 more than in the previous 12 months. 

Motor vebicles eaused one-third and falls caused one- 
fourth of all accidental deaths. Industrial accidents killed 
17,000 and miscellaneous accidents killed 15,000. 

Two out of every five traffic deaths were pedestrians. 
One out of every three was due to unsafe speed. ; 

One out of every five was due to drinking. And nearly 
one-half ‘of the drivers injured and hospitalized ‘*had been 
drinking.”’ 

In the relatively over-rated safety of their homes, 16,000 
persons were killed by fails; 5,700 by burns and explosions; — 
1,600 by poisoning; 1,300 by firearms; 1,300 by suffocation; 
1,050 by poisonous gases, and 5.450 by miscellaneous acei- 
denis. ; 5 

‘“While you read this,’” says one safety bulletin, ‘‘a mum- 
ber of persons will be accidentally injured—one wil! be kill- 
ed. Actually one is injured. every 316 seconds and one is 
Killed every 5 1-3 minutes.’’ 

That huge toll is not necessary, as any safety expert will 
agree. Quoting the tragic facts and figures may help to re- 
mind people that the only. meaus of changing them is the 
exercise of reasonable preeaution and. common sense by 
everybody, everywhere, all the time.—Leon Batter. 
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Constitution Day Should Mean 
Much to Everyone 


It was on September 17, 1787, that the American Consti- 
fution was adopted by delegates of the Constitutional Con- 
vention at Philadelphia. Few, if any, of the delegates, we 
suspect, ever dreamt that the framework of government they 
had drawn up for a quarrelling, divided nation of less than 
four million souls would live to outlast all others, and would 
in the year 1941 find itself the, oldest living constitution in 
the world, having survived tremendous social changes and 
wars, civil and foreign. 

But the greatness of the Founding Fathers was that they 
were liberty-loving men. Because they wished that liberty to 
endure, they created no system of inflexible, unalterable 
rules. The Constitution they created was rigid in principle 
only, in its devotion to representative government. In. de- 
tail, it was flexible so that this framework of constitutional 
government could unfailingly be adapted to meet the chang- 
ing needs of the people in future years. Because of the wis- 
dom and insight of its makers, the Constitution has safely 
outlived the violent storms and stresses of a changing World 
for more than a century and a half. Today it finds this na- 
tion’ an unshaken sanctuary of freedom in a world of vanish- 


ing freedom.
